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Radiography the Coccyx 


Improving Detail Sharpness

surrounded mass soft tissue. 
Two problems may arise radio- 
graphing it. 

First, detail the coccygeal structure 
impaired secondary radiation from 
the surrounding soft tissue. This 
especially marked heavy patients. 

Secondly, faeces the overlying 
rectum will often obscure the coccyx. 
these obstacles can eliminated, detail 
will improved. 

Secondary radiation can reduced 
the use the Potter-Bucky diaphragm 
and small cone which reduces the 
volume tissue irradiated. Faeces can 
often eliminated cleansing enemas. 
However, these measures are not always 
successful. The small size the coccyx 
large patient makes coning difficult 
and enemas are not always effective. 


coccyx small bony structure 


What else can done when these 
measures fail us? Having observed that 
the coccyx shows well through the 
inflated balloon the Bardex enema tube 
during routine barium enemas, occurred 
that this might used some cases 
for radiography the coccyx. offers 
two advantages: 


First, cuts down the amount soft 
tissue overlying the coccyx displacing 
with air and therefore reducing secon- 
dary radiation. 

Secondly, squeezes out the rectal 
contents which might overlie the coccyx. 

With these ideas mind, experiment 
was conducted. and lateral films

the coccyx patient who had had 
barium the day before were made. The 
coccyx was obscured barium the 
rectum. 


The Bardex enema tube then was in- 
serted and inflated. and lateral films 
were again made. Detail sharpness was 
much improved both views because less 
secondary radiation was produced the 
area occupied the air-filled balloon and 
the rectal contents were displaced away 
from their original position over the 
coccyx the balloon. The rubber enema 
tube casts only light shadow through 
the centre the balloon over the coccyx. 

advisable take the lateral view 


first that the angulation necessary for 
the view may determined from 
examination the shape and position 
the sacrum and coccyx. The MAS. 
required will little less than usual 
using the Bardex technique. further 
refinement technique the making 
the A.P. view stereoscopicaly. 


CONCLUSION: 


Where difficulty encountered 
routine radiography the coccyx, 
suggested that results could improved 
repeating the examination with 
inflated Bardex enema tube the rectum.

Two horizontal rods provide for 
adjustment and locking the fulcrum 
the selected point leverage. Rigidity 
and levelness the horizontal rods are 
prime requisites. 

(e) LEVER BEARINGS: Precision 
made, right-angled sleeve-type bearings 
were used Bucky, fulcrum, and tube 
head. The bearings, manufactured for

accurate fit for the levering rod which 
came from the same source.

(f) CALIBRATION DEPTH 
FOCUS: Two methods marking 
working scale are listed here. Method two 
probably the more practical. 

(1) The position the fulcrum will 
indicate directly, the distance the 
focused layer from the film has been 
possible accurately align the points 
bearing rotation with the film and focal 
spot respectively. However, with the film 
encased cassette the Bucky tray, 
and the thickness cassettes different 
makes being variable element, precise 
placement the bearing could mechan- 
icolly difficult.

For this method, stepped centimeter 
ladder with lead numbers affixed 
fastened the table front, and tomo- 
graphic exposure made determine the 
figure which sharp focus. 


OPERATION 


(a) ACCELERATION: With the lever 
place and the fulcrum locked the 
desired point the scale, the weighted 
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tube head released from its starting 
the top the column remotely 
controlled electro-magnetic switch. The 
automatically-timed exposure made 
contact with adjustable Bucky release 
switch fastened point the column 
where the tube has reached maximum 
acceleration. Only small proportion 
the total length column used for the 
actual exposure, the remainder being re- 
quired for acceleration and deceleration 
the tube. 


(b) DECELERATION: There are 
various practicable means bringing 
about the necessary rapid deceleration 
the tube the stopping point following 
the completion the exposure; e.g., coil 
springs, air compression pump, electric 
brake, friction wedge, etc. 

For simplicity and stability home 
construction ideal, easily controllable 
method “jettison” weights through 
the use telescoping weight holder 
(Fig. 7). this weight holder com- 
mences telescope within itself, the 
counterweight becomes relatively heavier 
and exerts upward pull the tube 
head, finally bringing gentle stop. 
the addition removal weights 
the tube holder, complete adjustability for 
any weight tube head possible.

Conversely U.S. technicians registered with the American Regictry 
will able obtain C.S.R.T. membership the same terms (Pages 200-201). However those 
Canadians who have written only the U.S. exam since 1945, the deadline set the C.S.R.T. and 
who were not employed the U.S. when they wrote this examination, cannot comply with the 
above requirements and therefore will only eligible for Associate Membership the C.S.

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Report the Committee Unionism 


This the second report the Committee 
Unionism. For the benefit those who may 
not have heard the preliminary report given 
Halifax, July, 1949, might well sum- 
marize briefly the purpose this committee. 
(See Focal Spot, October, 1949, page 215, for 


brief, may said that this Committee 
was formed the 1949 President, Mr. 
Hunt, for the purpose carrying out motion 
passed the annual meeting the Canadian 
Society Radiological Technicians Quebec, 
1948. This motion was follows: 


Whereas, Society, have made 
every reasonable effort ensure that med- 
ethics are adhered all its mem- 
bers, and whereas the unionization x-ray 
technicians renders adherence 
principles almost impossible sustain, 
Society, open convention, make known 
the fact that desire our membership 
exempt from enrollment any all 
branches labour unions, and that in- 
tend take all necessary action bring 
this desired condition into existence. 


When the preliminary report was presented 
the Committee had been existence from April 
July, 1949, and this motion arose from the 
fact was brought the attention the 
C.S.R.T. that some technicians Saskatchewan 
and Alberta had been forced join labour 
unions. 


the time the preliminary report also the 
Committee had been existence less than three 
months and had concrete recommendations 
offer solution the problem presented, 
because was early apparent that the problem 
very and would entail much study. 
was evident too that the answer the prob- 
lem would involve (1) careful consideration 
the relationship technicians hospitals and 
their professional status group closely allied 
the medical profession, (2) investigation and 
study complex federal and provincial labour 
codes 


These phases the problem are actually very 
closely inter-related and there are many issues 
that not appear definitely settled any- 
where. Indeed, there lack uniformity that 
disconcerting say the least. 


begins appear that the problem 
unionism will have attacked the vari- 
ous Member--Societies with due regard local 
situations which, mentioned above, vary con- 
siderably. would seem scarcely possible 
this stage for any central committee settle 
the question until provincial legislation re- 
gard trade unions has been carefully investi- 
gated the various provinces. This task 
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mean magnitude, but fact-finding local 
committees will study this question, may 
possible the next co-ordinate and 
decide what can done the Society 
whole. 


considering the relationship techni- 
cians hospitals and their legal professional 
status relation labour codes, various or- 
ganizations and individuals were consulted; 
Dr. Kelly, Assistant Secretary, 
Canadian Medical Association; Dr. Harvey 
Agnew, that time the Executive Secretary 
the Canadian Hospital Council; Dr. Mac- 
Eachern, Director, American College Sur- 
geons; Mr. MacNamara, Deputy Minister 
Labour, Ottawa; Mr. MacCallum, De- 
partment National Defence, Ottawa.

Conclusions: 


the opinion this Committee, tech- 
nicians should regarded having profes- 
sional status and such should not forced 
join trade unions because this would not 
conducive the maintenance high profes- 
sional ethical standards hitherto insisted upon 
the code ethics embodied the constitu- 
tion the C.S.R.T. 

recommended that new committee 
take over and carry the investigation further, 
particularly regard the feasibility estab- 
lishing craft unions. this end, mentioned 
previously, local committees may have 
set and their findings carefully correlated 
the next meeting. felt that this may well 
prove important piece work because 


strongly believed that anything that threat- 
ens the high ethical professional standards 
x-ray technicians and other groups closely 
related the profession medicine must 
vigorously opposed. 


Summarize: 


The following recomendation submitted 
this Committee: “That the Board Directors 
the C.S.R.T. advise each Member-Society 
proceed obtain provincial authority bar- 
gain with employers behalf those its 
members who are also members the C.S.R.T. 
and also advise each Member-Society that any 
Special Acts which are prepared for this purpose 
shall subject the approval the C.S.R.T.”

Annual General Meeting 


(Condensed the Editor) 


First Session, Thursday, September 7th, 1950 

The meeting opened a.m. with Mr. 
Mel. Smith, B.C. President, the Chair. The 
meeting was officially opened His Worship, 
Mayor Thompson Vancouver. There 
Sloan, behalf the B.C. Division the 
Canadian Association Radiologists. Mr. Percy 
Ward, Executive Secretary the B.C. Hos- 
pitals Association, greeted the meeting be- 
half this organization. Mr. Ward said, 
part: 

“The B.C. Hospitals Association anticipat- 
ing complete change their By-laws where- 
all people who work hospitals, with the 
consent their hospital, will automatically 
members the B.C. Hospitals Association 
without any call for fees, these covered 
the fees paid their institution. This 
being put forth way bringing the per- 
sonnel into the organization. This, course, 
while has been endorsed our executive 
officers, still has put for endorsation 
the general meeting. means could form 
divisions and each division could have repre- 
sentative the directorate and that our direc- 
torate could have the advice and assistance, not 
only from the Management, but also from the 
radiological technicians, nurses other 
groups. shall coming your organiza- 
tion with further information. not intended 
interfere encroach your organization 
but presented with the idea forming 
liaison that when proceed with matter 
general policy the hospital family, you 
will have word it.” 

The Business Meeting was then opened with 
the Presidential Address delivered President 
Welch.

The Minutes the last General Meeting were 
approved. 

The Report the Secretary-Treasurer and the 
Financial Statement for 1949-50 were read. Fol- 
lowing the presentation the Financial State- 
ment, the Secretary-Treasurer, Mr. Stirl- 
ing, said, part: 


“It amazing note that our membership 
almost static despite the fact that over hun- 
dred students pass the examinations each year. 
Last year the paid-up membership was 496 and 
this year 569. The reason for this must 
due the fact that many Ordinary Members 
are arrears. would like stress the matter 
the unpaid members the Member-Society 
Treasurers and ask them make every effort 
collect from the slow-paying member. This 
Society depends entirely the fees its 
members for its existence and are forge 
ahead would like do, then the members 
must expected help carry the load. 
also regrettable fact that few Radiologists 
have availed themselves the opportunity 
join our Society. need their support and 
technicians should urge their Radiologists 
become members.” 

The Report the Board Directors The 
Focal Spot was read the Editor, Mr. 
Cartwright. The Registrar’s Report was pre- 
sented Miss Creelman. The Report 
the Committee Law Mr. Doern. 

The meeting adjourned noon and recon- 
vened p.m. 

The President called the Meeting order and 
stated there was matter arising out the 
Report the Committee Law requiring dis- 
cussion. asked Mr. Doern take the floor. 


Deadline for Resolutions 


Mr. Doern— 

I would ask permission to present here the two assign- 
ments mentioned in my report. ASSIGNMENT No. 1 
has to do with the hangover from the Halifax Convention 
in connection with the rules and regulations concerning 
the formation, duties and responsibilities of the Resolu- 
tions Committee. Last year at Halifax we presented these 
and they were accepted in part. We had proposed 180 
days as the deadline for resolutions prior to the next 
meeting. The meeting changed that 120 days. That 
was Secticn under General Routine Procedure set 
out Page the April, 1949, issue Focal Spot. 
This as accepted (Section 3(b) read: “All resolutions 
must submitted triplicate least 120 days before 
the Annual General Meeting next following in order to 
eligible for submission that meeting.” then had 
to change Section 3(d) to read as follows: “Copies of 
rcsolutions approved by the Committee shall be submitted 
to the Board of Directors, to the Secretary of the C.S.R.T. 
and the Editor Focal Spot least seventy days 
befcre the Annual General Meeting next following. This 
formerly read 120 days. 

This was referred to the Board of Directors and in the 
course of correspondence they decided that the Board of 
Directors did not need see these resolutions and was 
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left in the hands of the Resolutions Committee to deal 
with entirely. Therefore any resolutions that are accepted 
the Resoluticns Committee instead being sent 
the Board of Directors, they are going to be sent to the 
Secretary of the C.S.R.T. and the Editor of the Focal 
Spot at least 70 days before the Annual General Meeting 
next following. 

Sections (e) and (f) were deleted. They were useless. 
There is a new section to be put in and we called that 
section (e) in place of the old one, reading: ‘‘The Editor 
of The Focal Spot will arrange for publication of Resolu- 
tions approved of by the Resolutions Committee in the 
next following issue of the Journal.” Sections (h), (i) 
and (j) will remain as is but will be called Sections (f), 
(g) and (h). 

Section (3(a) states it is to be the duty of the Resolu- 
tions Committee receive for study all resolutions pro- 
posed by Member-Societies or Executive Officers of the 
good standing. The words “in good stand- 
ing’’ were added there—tkat was the only change made. 


Mr. will note that the changes 
given there are chiefly connection with the 
dates and, course, they had changed 
correlate them with the date that was set the 
Halifax Meeting and the various changes which 
have been made since are just keeping with 
that date. The other changes, deletions, etc., are 
not any way radical changes. There are 
major changes the set-up published The 
Focal Spot other than those dates and the elimi- 
nation the necessity submitting Resolu- 
tions the Directors well the Resolu- 
tions Committee. That was one the main 
changes made there. All the Directors had 
copies that May, 1950. Are there any 
comments, questions and discussion this? 

Mr. Collins—Why weren’t copies sent the 
Secretaries the Member-Societies? Until 
get the copy The Focal Spot coming from 
Division, won’t have seen this all.

Committees have to be appointed during meetings for 
work during the coming year and there is no list from 
which to choose. If the members are appointed at the 
meeting where the Ccnvention is held, they are mostly 
local people and we do not get a good cross section of 
our membership across the country.

directors shall be prepared to officially state that although 
every effort was put forth no such Nominee is available 
from his or her province.

Resolution No. Focal Spot 
Subscription Increase 


Mr. Cartwright—I shall read the Resolution: 


“WHEREAS costs production The Focal Spot 
have shown a steady increase in recent years and the 
Editor is particularly anxious not to curtail its size or 
further limit the number of illustrations, AND WHERE- 
AS the revenue from advertising seems to have reached 
a stable point unlikely to be noteably increased; 
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“THEREFORE RESOLVED that the sub- 
scription rates for Ordinary Members raised from one 
dcllar and fifty cents to two dollars per annum, com- 
mencing January Ist, 1951.” 


Like everything else the cost of production of The 
Focal Spot has increased in recent years. In 1944 when 
The Focal Spot was started our total cost for the year 
was $1,880. During the three years, 1945-46 and °47, 
the annual costs were around $2,300. The circulation had 
almost dcubled in this period which accounts for the 
increased cost over 1944. However, 1948 the printer 
found it necessary to increase his charges, owing to the 
advancing cost of paper, ink and wages. So our 1948 
cost went $2,700—$400 over the previous three 
years and $900 higher than our initial year. This was 
foreseen by the Editor in 1947 when, at the Saskatcon 
Convention, he came prepared to present a resolution 
such as is being presented to-day. However, as another 
resolution was being presented at that time advocating 
an increase in the membership dues, it was thought best 
to defer the matter of increasing the “Focal Spot” sub- 
scription rates for Ordinary Member until later date. 
The subscription for non-members was, however, raised 
from $2.00 $2.50, resolution not being necessary 
for this. 


This 1948 cost increase was rather alarming and in 
1949 we managed by small economies, such as reducing 
the number of pages when possible and keeping a close 
watch on the number of illustrations, to bring the cost 
down to $2,560, a decrease of $140 from 1948, but still 
$260 over 1945-46-47. 


We do not wish to have to keep down the number of 
cuts and the number of pages. We want to give you 
more articles, more pictures and more pages and within 
the limits of our relatively small Canadian population to 
give you a magazine you will be proud of and which can 
hold up its head with any of them in any country. 


In addition to my desire to be able to publish all the 
worthwhile articles I receive is the French language angle. 
French-speaking members are asking for more 
articles French. When French article printed 
endeavour to enlarge the Journal so that the English- 
speaking members do not go short. One cannot, of 
course, add one page; we have to add a sheet of four 
pages or two sheets with eight pages. Every page we 
add costs approximately $10.00 more $40.00 for 
sheet of four pages. 


We have to contend wih an eight per cent. sales tax 
on our cuts and printing and also have to pay duty on 
advertising cuts ccming in from the United States. We 
also do not receive the full amount of the space rates on 
advertising as it is all handled by agencies which take 
their commission out before paying the bill. 


(The Editor then quoted subscription rates and other 
details comparable journals, all being appreciably 
higher than the present Focal Spot subscription.) 


quotation from the report Canadian Nurse” 
journal seems appropriate at this time: “To publish any 
periodical to-day costs 65 to 75 per cent. more than the 
same issue in the same quantity cost in 1939. In an 
endeavour maintain the same high quality printing, 
each issue during 1949 was limited to 80 pages. Other 
expenditures were kept at a minimum also. Advertising, 
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normally a solid source of income to a periodical, has been 
increasingly difficult to obtain in a steady quantity.” 


In conclusion I would like to point out that The Focal 
Spot has never cost the Canadian Society penny. 
was started with $300.00 loaned by the Ontario Society, 
which was repaid in the first or second year. As a matter 
fact The Focal Spot present saving the Canadian 
Scciety some one hundred and fifty dollars a year by 
publishing the Registry at a cost of about $10.00 a page. 


May I urge your favorable consideration and action in 
regard to the resolution now presented. 


Mr. Welch—You have heard the Resolution.

In presenting this report we would like to stress that 
this is merely a progress report, as there was some lapse 
cf time between the last General Meeting and the time a 
Committee finally accepted appointment. Approaching 
the question obtaining some commissioned ranks for 
registered technicians the Armed Services, this pre- 
sented first a problem as to which source of authority 
should be consulted, secondly the fact that the three 
services vary in their method of filling senior vacancies 
in the establishment of technical personnel such as Labor- 
atory and X-Ray Technicians and Physiotherapists, etc. 

In questioning the American Society regarding what 
action, if any, they had taken on this particular problem, 
received reply that they have Committee working 
en this problem at present but so far have had no results. 

It was suggested to us that this resolution be presented 
before the Canadian Medical Defence Association as a 
means of having the most direct and effective action 
taken. We are now awaiting the response from this 
appeal.

Report the Committee 
Reciprocity 
Mr. Bodle— 


Mr. Chairman, this report not complete. have 
yet received word from the British Society 
their reaction our proposal. have letter from 
the American Society to our proposals—part of which is 
personal, so I will just read the business portion, with 
your permission. We sent certain proposals to be pre- 
sented to the American Registry which were taken up 
at their meeting in Columbus in June. The proposal was 
not for a set reciprocity agreement, but an interchange or 
mutual arrangement of certificates to enable a member 
of this Society crossing the border to work to obtain regis- 
tration the American Register, thus making him avail- 
able member the American Society without any 
difficulty. 

In our own Society we have no separate Register out- 
side the C.S.R.T. United States different. The 
Registry Board is a separate entity quite apart, having 
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nothing with the Society whatever. The Society 
cperates under State Charter. The Registry operates 
under a Federal Charter. The requirements for examina- 
tions are that you must pass the Registry exams and you 
must be in good standing with the Registry. 


The reply I have here indicates interest in such an 
affiliation. “As I see it, such a plan would mean that a 
Canadian technician, having passed your examinations, 
would submit our usual application form with the number 
of his Canadian Registration, and will pay our fee of 
$7.00. He would be certified by our Board if everything 
was in order.” It would work similarly in the reverse 
direction. They are quite in favour of this agreement. 
We have no intention whatever of allowing a Canadian 
technician who receives his training and who is working 
in Canada to write the American exams in preference to 
our own. We set a deadline on that in 1944. We still 
have requests for membership on the strength of the 
American Registry. However, if any of our members 
crossing the border to work wish to become registered 
in the American Society, they can do so by applying in 
the proper manner and presenting their credentials. 

There is some reply necessary to this letter. A similar 
approach has been made to the British Society. I have 
written Mr. Paul Frederick who has taken care of the 
part. With your permission, we will leave this part of 
the matter to be dealt with and the rest can be reported 
at a later date or held by the Executive. I personally 
contacted some the officers the American Society 
and spent quite a bit of time on it, but the necessary 
action must come from our Society if anything is to be 
done. 


Mr. Welch—You have heard the Report 
Reciprocity. What your desire? Are there 
any comments further suggestions? 

Mr. Bodle—The onus the Canadian 
Society now. 

Mr. Cheffins—What our part that deal? 
They are apparently willing accept our appli- 
cants our certificate. think should act 
that immediately. think very splendid 
idea.
